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A  BOY'S  APPEAL. 


AN  ECONOMIST'S  VIEWS— FACTORS  IN  STATESMANSHIP— THE  MANNER 

OF  ACCOMPLISHMENT— CLUE  TO  SUCCESS  AND  THE 

POWER  BEHIND  IT  ALL. 


An  address  delivered  by  DR.  RICHARD  R.  LYMAN,  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  at  the 
Centennial  General  Conference  of  the  Church,  April  6,  7,  8  and  g,  1930, 
at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 


Who  can  imagine  an  event  more 
romantic  than  for  a  boy  hardly  more  than 
fourteen  to  go  upon  his  knees  and  appeal 
successfully  for  the  Creator  of  the  universe 
to  give  him  light  and  guidance  ?  Strange 
as  this  may  seem  to 
many  it  was  neverthe- 
less the  experience 
that  came  to  Joseph 
Smith,  the  founder  of 
the  Mormon  Church. 

Of  this  experience 
he  made  a  written 
record — that  it  was 
revealed  to  him  at  the 
age  of  fourteen  that 
God  had  a  great  work 
for  him  to  do ;  that 
his  name  "  should  be 
had  for  good  and  evil 
among  all  nations, 
kindreds  and  tongues" 
(Pearl  of  Great  Price, 
p.  51,  verse  33).  How, 
may  I  ask,  without 
some  sort  of  assist- 
ance, could  a  boy  of 
fourteen  have  such  an 
experience  with  such 
marvellous  results  ? 

Contrast    that    lone

boy  one  hundred  years  ago  with  the  multi- 
tudes that  have  here  assembled,  their 
hearts  filled  with  thanksgiving  and  grati- 
tude, celebrating  the  hundredth  anniver- 
sary of  the  organisation  of  the  Church. 
One  boy  then  appeal- 
ing ;  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands now  listening  in. 
"Behold,  saith  the 
Lord,  I  will  proceed 
to  do  a  marvellous 
work  among  this  peo- 
ple, even  a  marvellous 
work  and  a  wonder " 
(Isaiah  29:14). 

Where  can  you  find, 
or  has  there  ever  been, 
a  work  more  marvel- 
lous, more  wonderful? 
My  purpose  is  to 
draw  your  attention  to 
the  words  and  views 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Nixon 
Carver,  of  Hanaro., 
one  of  the  greatest 
authorities  on  econo 
mics.  In  an  article 
for  "  The  Westerner  M 
•  (April,  1930),  he  has 
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expressed  his  views  of  the  work  and 
accomplishments  of  the  Church,  whose 
history  began  with  the  prayer  of  a  boy, 
I  urge  that  copies  of  this  article  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  our  seminary  students  and 
missionaries.  The  demand  for  it  has  been 
such  that  "  The  Westerner  "  has  provided 
an  ample  supply  of  reprints. 

Those  who  have  difficulty  in  seeing 
things  with  the  eye  of  faith  will,  I  think, 
have  their  faith  stimulated  and  supported 
by  the  scientific  and  logical  presentation 
which  Dr.  Carver  gives: 

"  Statesmanship,"  Dr.  Carver  says,  "  is 
the  art  of  nation-building.  One  can 
study  it  in  miniature  in  the  early  colonies 
on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  in  the  Mormon 
colonies  in  Utah." 

Imagine  a  boy  of  fourteen  beginning 
an  institution  that  commands  any  atten- 
tion from  one  of  the  greatest  political 
economists  in  the  world,  who  says  further : 

"  I  have  long  been  interested  in  the 
Mormon  polity.  It  throws  a  great  deal 
of  light  on  the  art  of  nation-building." 

Is  that  a  boy's  work — nation-building? 

"  It  furnishes  a  laboratory  for  the  study 
of  the  science  of  statesmanship.  It  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  instructive 
experiments  in  the  world." 

Is  that  a  boy's  work?  The  results  are 
such  that,  as  Dr.  Carver  says,  "  it  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  instructive 
experiments  in  statesmanship  in  all  the 
world."  Could  anything  but  the  power  of 
Clod  make  such  an  accomplishment 
possible  ? 

Continuing,  the  economist  says : 

"  Themistocles,  twitted  because  he  could 
not  play  a  musical  instrument,  replied 
that,  although  he  could  not  fiddle,  he 
could  make  a  small  city  into  a  great  and 
glorious  one.  The  Mormon  leaders  did 
even  better  than  that.  They  did  not  even 
have  a  small  city  to  start  with.  They 
started  with  nothing  and  built  a  great  and 
glorious  commonwealth." 

Is  not  this  marvellous  ? — even  "  a  mar- 
vellous work  and  a  wonder"  (Isaiah 
29:14). 

"  Such  things,"  Dr.  Carver  continues, 
"  can  be  accomplished  in  only  one  way." 
That  is  what  T  say — in  only  one  way — and 


that  way  is  with  divine  help,  guidance  and 
inspiration. 

"  That  way,"  Dr.  Carver  says,  "  is  the 
economising  of  man-power,  since  the 
economy  of  man-power  is  the  key  to  the 
whole  science  of  statesmanship,  and  of  the 
whole  art  of  nation-building." 

What  could  be  more  marvellous,  what 
more  wonderful,  than  for  a  boy  unlearned, 
a  boy  with  little  opportunity  to  go  to 
school,  one  whose  youth  was  spent  in 
poverty,  to  start  an  institution,  which, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  "  science 
of  statesmanship,"  and  the  "  art  of  nation- 
building,"  commands  the  attention,  the 
admiration,  of  the  scholarship  of  the 
world  ? 

"  It  is  only  by  economising  man-power 
that  great  masses  of  material  can  be 
removed,  that  rivers  can  be  dammed, 
ditches  dug,  and  land  irrigated.  It  is 
only  by  economising  man-power  that  cities 
can  be  built,  populations  fed,  and  energy 
be  spared  for  the  arts  and  graces  of  life." 

"  The  Mormons  did  not  even  start  with 
a  mass  of  highly  educated  or  skilled  man- 
power." 

Thanks  to  the  professor  for  those  good 
words — that  the  Mormons  did  not  start 
with  a  highly  educated  people.  You 
remember  that  when  John  the  Baptist  sent 
messengers  to  Jesus,  asking,  "  Art  thou 
he  that  should  come,  or  do  we  look  for 
another  ?  "  Jesus  answered,  "  Go  back  to 
John  and  say,  The  poor  have  the  gospel 
preached  to  them  "  (St.  Matthew,  11:3, 5). 
Hear  what  the  professor  says : 

"  The  Mormons  .  .  .  started,  as  a 
general  rule,  with  commonplace  people. 
These  people  came  from  the  backwoods, 
the  prairies,  and  the  mountains.  From 
overseas,  they  came  from  peasant  farms, 
from  coal  mines,  and  from  work  shops. 
While  they  were  sturdy,  hard-working 
people,  they  were  not  conspicuously  gifted 
or  learned." 

"  Art  thou  he  that  should  come,  or  do 
we  look  for  another  ? "  asked  the  mes- 
sengers from  John  of  Jesus.  His  answer 
was  :  "  Tell  John  the  poor  have  the  Gospel 
preached  to  them." 

"  It  was  necessary  for  the  Mormon 
Church,"  continues  Dr.  Carver,  "to  train 
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its  own  people.  They  not  only  began  with 
desert  land  and  had  to  put  everything  on 
it,  even  water ;  they  also  had  to  start  with 
relatively  uneducated  people.  This  double 
task  of  developing  both  land  and  people 
could  never  have  been  performed  except 
by  economising  such  man-power  as  there 
was,  and  utilising  it  to  the  nth  degree." 

For  me  to  say  what  the  results  are 
might  not  be  very  remarkable.  For  other 
members  of  the  Church  to  say  it,  might 
not  be  remarkable;  but  for  a  great 
economist,  not  a  member  of  the  Church, 
to  say  this,  indicates  to  me  that  here  is 
the  Church  and  Kingdom  of  God. 

Dr.  Carver's  strong  words  are :  "  The 
results  were  a  marvel  of  statesmanship." 

"  Man-power,"  he  says,  "  may  be 
economised  in  three  ways,"  and  he 
analyses  the  Mormon  Church  in  these 
three  ways: 

"  First,  man-power  may  be  economised 
by  cultivating  sound,  personal  habits 
among  the  people.  They  who  waste  their 
substance  in  riotous  living,"  says  the  pro- 
fessor, "  are  wasting  more  than  wealth. 
They  are  wasting  their  own  vital  energy, 
their  own  man-power." 

If  I  could  see  him,  I  would  take  the 
professor  by  the  hand  and  thank  him 
heartily  for  the  inspiring  words  that 
follow : 

"  I  have  never  found  more  sound  and 
wholesome  personal  habits  than  among  the 
Mormons.  I  never  mingled  with  people 
who  showed  fewer  signs  of  dissipation.  I 
have  never  studied  groups  of  people  who 
seemed  better  nourished  and  more  health- 
ful. I  have  never  knowrn  people  who  took 
more  pains  to  educate  their  children. 
These  traits  are  a  clue  to  the  success 
of  the  Mormons  as  colonisers  and  nation 
builders. 

"  Man-power  is  also  economised  by  dis- 
covering hidden  talent  and  giving  it  a 
chance  to  function.  .  .  .  The  world  is 
always  in  desperate  need  of  unusual 
talent.  Any  system  of  supervision  or 
teaching  which  can  discover  latent  genius 
and  make  it  active  is  a  factor  in  nation 
building.  To  discover  hidden  genius  is 
better  than  to  discover  a  hidden  gold 
mine.    ■ 


"  For  some  reason  or  other,"  he  says — 
you  know  the  reason  and  so  do  I — "the 
leaders  of  Mormonism  had  an  almost  un- 
canny " —  (that  is  as  strong  a  word  as 
any  scientific  man  could  use  for  "  inspira- 
tion")— "the  leaders  of  Mormonism  had 
an  almost  uncanny  power  of  discovering 
hidden  talent.  .  .  .  The  power  to  save 
skill,  talent,  and  genius  from  going  to 
waste,  is  as  near  to  divine  wisdom  as  any- 
thing we  are  ever  likely  to  know  in  this 
world." 

With  the  vocabulary  to  which  science 
is  limited,  how  could  Dr.  Carver  more 
certainly  stamp  the  Church  with  the  mark 
of  divinity? 

"  Man-power,"  he  says,  "  is  also 
economised  by  co-operation,  or  by  working 
together  harmoniously.  ...  It  may 
have  been  the  sheer  necessity  of  the  situa- 
tion which  forced  the  early  Mormons  to 
co-operate  or  starve.  It  may  have  been 
the  bond  of  a  common  religion,  it  may 
have  been  superior  intelligence  and  in- 
sight. Whatever  the  source,  the  result 
was  good." 

A  scientist  cannot  use  the  word  "  in- 
spiration," nor  say  that  people  are  guided 
by  Divine  Providence.  He  can  use  only 
those  terms  that  refer  to  human  forces  or 
to  the  forces  of  nature. 

But  we  must  acknowledge  that  there  is 
a  something  which  we  call  faith  that 
comes  into  human  hearts.  It  is  a  some- 
thing like  electricity,  difficult  to  detino, 
but,  liko  electricity,  tremendously  power- 
ful. It  is  the  faith  of  the  people  of 
the  Church  in  the  message  delivered  by 
the  Prophet  which  gives  to  this  institution 
its  active,  thrilling,  marvellous  vitality. 


MEANING  OF  PARENTHOOD 
IN  THE  GOSPEL   PLAN. 


An  address  delivered  at  the  Bloemfontein 
District  Conference,  June  8.  by  Sister 
Florence  Greenberg,  of  the  Bloemfon- 
tein Belief  Society. 


First   let  me   ask  this   question :    How 
are  the  Latter-day  Saint  parents  doubly 
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blessed?  Have  we  not  the  Gospel  for  a 
guide?  I  wonder  how  many  of  us  realise 
what  a  blessing  we  have  in  this  Gospel — 
for  are  we  not  taught  of  a  pre-existant 
state  of  which  the  majority  of  the  people 
f)i  the  world  are  ignorant? 

"  Oh,  my  Father,  Thou  that  dwellest 

In  the  high  and  holy  place ! 
When  shall  I  regain  thy  Presence 

And  again  behold  Thy  face? 
In  thy  Holy  habitation. 

Did  my  Spirit  once  reside? 
In  my  first  primeval  childhood, 

Was  I  nurtured  near  Thy  side .  '' 
Does  not  that  help  us  to  understand  pre- 
existence  ? 

No  doubt  most  of  you  have  heard  that 
old  story  about  being  like  "  Topsy  "  who 
slipped  down  the  rainbow  and  got  on  to 
this  world.  Well,  that  is  alright  for  some 
folk,  but  not  for  us  who  know  differently. 
According  to  some  people,  we  just 
happened,  and  I  suppose  that  when  we 
have  finished  happening  here  in  this  life, 
to  their  views  we  are  finished  with.  When 
one  receives  the  light  of  the  Gospel  how 
foolish  this  is  !     "  We  just  happened !  " 

By  the  revelation  of  God  we  are  able 
to  understand  things  as  they  were,  as 
they  are  in  the  life  we  now  enjoy,  and 
as  they  will  be.  I  don't  mean  that  we 
understand  them  to  the  fullest  extent,  but 
all  that  the  Lord  thinks  necessary  for  us 
to  understand  in  order  to  give  us  the 
experience  in  this  life  so  as  to  prepare  us 
to  be  able  to  enjoy  life  hereafter. 

No  human  being  has  had  the  power  to 
organise  his  own  existence.  Every  one  of 
us  here  is  well  acquainted  with  God  the 
Father.  We  have  lived  in  His  house,  yet 
here  we  are  seeking  to  become  acquainted 
with  Him  again — the  fact  is,  we  have 
nearly  forgotten  what  we  did  know. 
Every  one  of  us  are  sons  and  daughters 
of  God — we  lived  with  Him  as  spirits  in 
the  spirit  world.  This  is  hard  for  many 
to  believe,  yet  if  we  cannot  believe  it  we 
must  cease  to  call  Him  Father  when  we 
pray. 

Let  us  leave  pre-existence  for  a  time 
and  dwell  briefly  on  our  earthly  parent- 
hood.   What  is  the  idea  that  the  world  in 


general  has  of  parenthood?  I  don't  think 
I  am  far  wrong  when  I  say  it  is  this : 
Consisting  of  a  good  education,  plenty  of 
food,  and  clothing — then  the  majority 
think  they  have  done  all  that  is  necessary. 
But  is  this  all?  True,  the  parents  have 
given  their  children  a  good  start — a 
foundation  that  is  needed  to  keep  healthy 
the  bodies  given  to  us  by  God  our 
Heavenly  Father,  but  I  ask  the  question 
again:  Is  this  all  that  a  child  needs?  Is 
there  not  something  else  just  as  necessary 
as  food  and  clothing? 

A  book  lent  to  me  weekly  contains  a 
chat  given  by  a  nurse.  She  calls  her  chats 
"  My  Share  of  the  World."  At  the  top  of 
the  page  are  the  words :  "  God  found  that 
He  could  not  be  everywhere  so  he  made 
mothers."  A  little  farther  on  she  quotes 
these  words :  "  A  baby  is  a  father's  hope, 
a  mother's  prayer,  and  God's  blessing- 
realised."  I  think  these  are  splendid 
words — it  brings  home  more  forcibly  our 
duties  as  parents.  "  God's  blessing 
realised."  How  beautiful  to  think  that 
God  loves  l  s  so  much  that  he  entrusts  us 
with  the  care  of  these  pure  little  souls,  to 
be  taught  to  tread  the  path  of  life,  for  us 
to  guide  those  little  tottering  footsteps. 
Now,  here  comes  our  responsibility,  Which 
path  shall  they  tread?  This  is  where  the 
Latter-day  Saints  are  more  bfessed,  for 
have  we  not  the  Gospel  to  help  us?  What 
a  blessing  we  have  in  this  Gospel. 

No  doubt  you  will  be  wondering  what 
this  has  to  do  with  the  meaning  of  Parent- 
hood in  the  Gospel  Plan.  1  will  try  to 
explain : 

Now,  first,  what  is  the  Gospel  Plan? 
God  put  our  first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve, 
on  earth,  and  gave  them  a  commandment 
to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth — they 
were  at  this  time  in  the  immortal  state, 
but  through  sin  they  became  mortal  and 
had  to  partake  of  death.  Now,  being 
mortal  meant  that  they  could  not  walk 
and  talk  with  God;  therefore  the  plan  was 
made  for  a  Saviour  of  the  world — -for 
those  who  believed  on  Him  would  be  saved 
and  return  back  to  the  presence  of  God. 
For,  as  through  Adam,  all  have  to  die, 
so  in  the  Saviour,  all  could  be  made  alive 
ao-ain. 
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The  Saviour  of  the  world  was  our  Elder 
Brother,  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  begotten 
of  the  Father  in  the  flesh.  We  can  see 
this  is  a  glorious  plan,  and  would  only  be 
made  by  God  our  Father,  for  He  so  loved 
His  children  that  He  desired  His  children 
to  be  saved  and  come  back  to  Him. 

Now,  what  is  the  meaning  of  parent- 
hood in  this  Gospel  Plan?  As  God  is 
the  Father  of  the  spirits  in  heaven,  so  are 
we  the  parents  of  the  souls  on  earth,  to 
further  God's  plan  by  bringing  into  exist- 
ence God's  spiritual  children,  for  we  have 
to  provide  bodies  for  the  spirits  of  God 
to  enable  them  to  go  through  a  probation 
on  earth,  allowing  them  their  own  free 
agency  of  working  out  their  own  salvation. 

We,  as  parents,  have  the  moulding  of 
the  characters  of  these  children.  It  is  our 
duty  to  care  for  them,  and  do  all  in  our 
power  to  bring  them  up  as  worthy  sons 
and  daughters  of  God,  teaching  them  the 
Gospel,  to  love  and  serve  God;  also 
instilling  into  them  the  love  of  parent- 
hood, that  they  may  also  at  some  future 
time  tabernacle  more  of  those  choice 
spirits  of  God  who  are  waiting  to  come 
down  on  earth  to  pass  through  the  same 
probation  that  we  are  passing  through. 
We  feel  that  God  blesses  the  homes  of 
Latter-day  Saints  by  sending  them  His 
most  choice  spirits  to  care  for,  and  to 
bring  up  in  the  Gospel,  as  they  have 
a  fuller  realisation  of  the  meaning  of 
parenthood,  and  the  building  up  of  the 
characters  of  these  offspring,  enabling 
them  to  be  worthy  of  the  priesthood  which 
at  some  time  they  may  be  called  to  bear. 

Does  parenthood  end  in  this  life  ?  Our 
conception  of  the  Gospel  tells  us  No  !  For 
all  things  are  eternal  in  the  life  to  come. 
Through  passing  through  the  ordinance  of 
sealing  in  our  Temple,  we  will  be  able 
to  be  together  as  parents  and  be  able  to 
beget  spiritual  children.  For  if  we  follow 
on  the  road  of  progression  and  perfection, 
we  might  at  some  time  be  gods  ourselves 
and  inhabit  another  world  and  work  out 
a  plan  of  salvation  for  other  souls  similar 
to  the  Gospel  plan  which  we  have. 

Therefore  we  can  see  that  parenthood 
has  a  great  meaning  in  the  Gospel  plan. 
Likening   our   duties   as   parents   to   the 


Gospel  itself,  for  just  as  a  parent  teaches 
the  child  to  walk  step  by  step,  so  does  the 
Gospel  teach  us,  and  as  a  little  child 
grasps  the  hand  for  safety  lest  it  should 
fall,  so  must  we  cling  to  the  Gospel. 

The  Gospel  teaches  us  the  eternity  of 
the  family  relationship  and  of  parenthood. 

Parenthood  is  the  biggest  job  on  earth. 
It  entails  the  most  responsibility.  Latter- 
day  Saints,  with  their  outlook,  should  not 
fail,  but  should  do  their  utmost  to  provide 
the  spirits  of  God  whom  they  give 
tabernacle,  with  everything  in  word  and 
deed,  that  will  mean  for  the  children 
development  along  the  proper  lines. 

Parenthood  is  regarded  by  us  as  the 
greatest  vocation  in  life.  We  consider 
that  the  greatest  service  we  can  render 
to  ^  the  state  is  to  rear  and  train  fine 
children  to  become  fine  citizens  and 
parents.  Every  Latter-day  Saint's  home 
should  be  a  shrine  hallowed  and  sanctified 
by  the  presence  of  children  guided  and 
instructed  by  those  who  have  a  testimony. 

Parenthood  in  the  Gospel  plan  means 
guardianship  in  its  highest  sense.  We 
enter  into  a  partnership  with  God  to  give 
His  spirit  children  an  opportunity  for 
development. 


DO  YOU  KNOW  THIS  MAN? 


"  Here  is  a  man  who  was  born  in  an 
obscure  village,  child  of  a  peasant  woman. 
He  grew  up  in  another  obscure  village. 
He  worked  in  a  carpenter  shop  until  he 
was  thirty,  and  then  for  three  years  he 
was  an  itinerant  preacher.  He  never 
wrote  a  book.  He  never  held  an  office. 
He  never  owned  a  home.  He  never  had 
a  family.  He  never  went  to  college.  He 
never  put  his  foot  inside  a  big  city.  He 
never  travelled  two  hundred  miles  from 
the  place  where  he  was  born.  He 
never  did  one  of  the  things  that  usually 
accompany  greatness.  He  had  no  creden- 
tials but  himself.  He  had  nothing  to  do 
with  this  world  except  the  naked  power  of 
his  divine  manhood. 

"While  still  a  young  man,  the  tide  of 
popular  opinion  turned  against  him.  His 
friends  ran  away.     One  of  them  denied

him.  Another  betrayed  him.  He  was 
turned  over  to  his  enemies.  He  went 
through  the  mockery  of  a  trial.  He  was 
nailed  upon  the  cross  between  two  thieves. 
His  executioners  gambled  for  the  only 
piece  of  property  he  had  on  earth  while  he 
was  dying,  and  that  was  his  coat.  When 
he  was  dead,  he  was  taken  down  and  laid 
in  a  borrowed  grave  through  the  pity  of  a 
friend. 

"  Nineteen  wide  centuries  have  come 
and  gone  and  to-day  he  is  the  centre  of  the 
human  race  and  the  leader  of  the  column 
of  progress.  I  am  far  within  the  mark 
when  I  say  that  all  the  armies  that  ever 
marched,  and  all  the  navies  that  were  ever 
built,  and  all  the  parliaments  that  ever 
sat  and  all  the  kings  that  ever  reigned, 
put  together,  have  not  affected  the  life  of 
man  upon  this  earth  as  powerfully  as  has 
this  one  solitary  life."

JOURNEY'S   END. 


He   Sought   and    Found. 


George  Kable,  a  paternal  friend,  a 
lovable  soul,  a  loyal  member  of  the  church 
and  a  young  man  for  the  83  long  years 
he  has  lived,  is  an  elder  of  Johannesburg 
Branch,  Transvaal  District.  With  vigour 
and  strength  he  bears  a  testimony  of  the 
truthfulness  of  the  gospel  which  is  punc- 
tuated with  long  years  of  experience.  He 
says :  "  First,  I  was  a  member  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  and  was  baptised 
by  sprinkling  when  I  was  two  hours  old, 
so  my  mother  said."  He  continues, 
"When  I  was  25  years  old,  in  1872,  I 
thought  for  myself,  and  while  in  King 
William's  Town  I  joined  the  Baptist 
Church.  There  was  an  urge  in  my  heart, 
and  I  was  dissatisfied  with  that  Church, 
so  I  sought  for  another.  My  search  lasted 
for  about  17  years  and  I  finally  joined 
the  Salvation  Armv  in  Johannesburg  in 
1889.  With  that  Church  I  laboured  in 
their  worthy  cause,  but  with  study  I  could 
see  there  was  something  more,  hence  for 
more   truth   and   tight    I    sought   and   in 


1893  1  joined  the  Wesleyan  denomination 
at  Fordsburg  in  Johannesburg.  Still  my 
heart  yearned  for  something,  and  to  seek 
and  find  was  my  desire.  Therefore  I 
changed  to  the  Congregationalist  Church. 
Later,  as  prompted  by  Bible  teachings  and 
truths,  I  sought  again,  and  hearing  of 
the  Faith  Healers  and  feeling  they  were 
closer  to  the  practices  and  teachings  of 
old  as  the  Bible  gave  me  to  believe,  I 
joined  with  them  in  1910. 

"  In  1926  I  listened  to  some  clean 
young  men  of  the  Mormon  Church  preach 
in  their  humble  way.  They  gave  me  some 
tracts  and  pamphlets  which  I  read,  and 
I  studied  the  Book  of  Mormon.  At  last 
I  knew  my  conquest  for  truth  had  ended. 
The  teachings  of  the  Master  were  clearly 
revealed  to  my  heart  and  mind,  and  I  was 
privileged  to  be  baptised  a  member  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  and  shall  die  one.  I  thank  God 
and  man  that  I  have  found  the  truth  and 
the  light  and  have  been  privileged  to  par- 
take of  the  glories  of  the  gospel  and  the 
priesthood  of  God  on  earth."

ENORMOUS    LIQUOR    BILL. 


Great  Britain  has  jnst  announced  the 
amount  of  its  drink  bill  for  last  year,  and 
the  total  reaches  the  tremendous  amount 
of  1,440,000,000  dollars.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  for  some  years  Britain  has  been 
compelled  to  give  small  amounts  each 
week  to  a  million  persons  to  prevent  their 
starving,  it  would  have  seemed  the  part 
of  wisdom  to  devote  a  portion  of  this 
stupendous  sum  to  that  charitable 
purpose. 

It  is  difficult  for  the  mind  to  imagine 
the  immensity  and  possibilities  of  this 
huge  amount.  It  would  build  and  equip 
nice  homes  for  350,000  families  at  4,000 
dollars  each.  It  would  buy  handsome 
automobiles  at  1,000  dollars  each  for 
1,400,000  families.  It  would  pay  for  the 
construction  of  1,400  business  blocks  at 
1,000,000  dollars  each.  It  would  build 
and  equip  2,800  large  hospitals.  It  would 
take  700,000  persons  on  a  pleasure  trip 
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around  the  world.  It  would  construct 
nine  Boulder  dams.  It  would  build  the 
Nicaragua  canal,  with  a  large  amount  left 
over  for  contingencies.  The  list  might  be 
continued  indefinitely,  showing  how  vast 
was  the  sum  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
liquor;  and  the  saddest  feature  of  the 
matter  is  that  the  liquor  did  no  good  to 
any  one,  and  did  harm  to  millions. 

Prohibition  may  have  its  disadvantages, 
and  obstacles  to  overcome,  but  any  plan 
that  would  cut  down  the  colossal  sum 
thrown  away  on  liquor  should  be  con- 
sidered an  improvement  on  conditions 
such  as  are  indicated  by  Britahr's 
enormous  expenditure  for  "  drink."

Some   Accomplishments   of   the 
18th  Amendment.

The  Eighteenth  Amendment  has  set  up 
a  standard  for  the  nation. 

It  has  challenged  the  thoughtful  con- 
sideration, by  the  American  people,  of  the 
beverage  alcohol  problem,  as  they  have 
not  been  challenged  by  any  other  great 
social  problem  since  that  of  domestic 
slavery. 

It  has  pioneered  a  new  realm  of  social 
legislation,  which  is  bound  to  be  more 
and  more  in  evidence  in  connection  with 
other  welfare  problems  in  the  years  to 
come. 

It  has  established  a  principle  of  human 
liberty  and  real  freedom  which  belongs 
in  the  class  with  slave  emancipation  and 
popular  government. 

It  has  mitigated,  more  than  can  ever  be 
recounted,  the  serious  social  consequences 
that  would  undoubtedly  have  followed  the 
World  War  but  for  that  Amendment  and 
the  laws  enacted  pursuant  thereto. 

It  has  taken  from  the  nefarious 
beverage  alcohol  traffic  the  sanction  of 
government  and  the  protection  of  law. 

It  has.  through  the  operation  of  the 
law  of  supply  and  demand,  eliminated  the 
saloon. 

It  has  put  an  end  to  beer,  whisky  and 
wine  advertisements  on  the  billboards,  in 
the  magazines  and  in  the  daily  press. 

It  has  torn  the  mask  of  respectability 
from  the  vintner,  the  brewer,  the  distiller, 
the  wholesaler,  and  retailer  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  has  placed  all  such  in  the 
criminal  class. 

It  has  made  possible  a  fairer  distribu- 
tion of  the  weekly  pay  checks  among  the 
wives  and  children  of  millions  of  families. 

It  alone  of  all  systems  ever  tried  in 
the  nation  has  checked  the  growth  of  the 
liquor  traffic  in  our  great  cities. 

It  has  contributed  incalculably  to  the 
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elimination  of  licensed  commercial  vice  as 
a  source  of  government  revenue. 

It  has  made  the  "  Old  Soak  "  almost  an 
extinct  species. 

It  has  made  it  possible  for  a  new 
generation  to  grow  into  citizenship, 
recognising  the  beverage  alcohol  traffic  as 
an  institution  under  the  ban  of  law  rather 
than  one  with  the  government's  stamp  of 
approval  upon  it. 

It  has  tended  to  reveal  rather  than  to 
create  lawless  tendencies  in  certain  classes 
of  our  population. 

It  has  made  the  streets  and  highways 
safer  than  they  would  otherwise  have  been 
for  men,  women  and  children. 

It  has  made  even  the  speakeasy  and 
blind  tiger  far  less  harmful  than  the  old 
brothel  and  dive  which  used  those  names 
in  the  old  days  for  purposes  of  respect- 
ability. 

It  has  brought  the  standard  of  efficiency 
and  safety  promotion  in  government  up  to 
the  standard  of  the  American  railroad 
with  its  Rule  "  G "  and  of  multiplied 
thousands  of  highly  mechanised  and  elec- 
trified industrial  plants  with  similar  rules. 

It  has  made  the  beverage  alcohol  traffic, 
which  only  yesterday  was  king  in  our 
economic,  social  and  political  life,  a 
criminal — a  fugitive  from  justice  with  a 
price  upon  its  head — an  outlaw — a  hunted 
thing. 

It  has  made  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
better  homes,  millions  of  more  contented 
wives  and  mothers,  and  many  more 
millions  of  happier  little  children. 


A    SINGLE    STANDARD. 


I  want  to  say  that  the  crying  evil  of 
the  age  to-day  is  a  lack  of  virtue.  There 
is  but  one  standard  of  morality  in  the 
Church  of  Christ.  We  have  been  taught, 
thousands  of  us  who  have  been  reared  in 
this  Church  from  our  childhood  days,  that 
second  only  to  murder  is  the  sin  of  losing 
our  virtue;  and  I  want  to  say  to  the 
fathers  and  mothers,  and  to  the  sons  and 
daughters,  in  our  Primaries,  in  our 
Mutual  Improvement  Associations,  in  our 
Religion  Classes,  in  the  Relief  Society  and 


in  all  of  our  Priesthood  Quoruma — I 
want  it  understood  that  breaking  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  is  one  of  the  chief  things 
in  the  hands  of  the  adversary  whereby  he 
can  lead  boys  and  girls  from  virtue.

There  is  no  true  Latter-day 
Saint  who  would  not  rather  bury  a  son 
or  a  daughter  than  to  have  them  lose 
their  virtue — realising  that  virtue  is  of 
more  value  than  anything  else  in  all  the 
wide  world.

Good  Missionary  Work. 
Saints    Read    Your    Ad.    Herein. 


The  Saints  Co-operative  Missionary 
Work  is  making  good  headway.  The 
slogan  "  Every  Member  Get  a  Member  in 
1930  "  has  aroused  the  interest  of  practi- 
cally every  member  in  the  Mission.  With 
the  Mission  motto,  "  Work  for  Everybody 
and  Everybody  Working/'  many  faithful 
workers  have  kept  in  mind  the  ideal  it 
suggests,  and  as  a  result  the  350  Centen- 
nial pins  and  badges  made  for  Book  of 
Mormon  distribution  have  been  mostly 
distributed.  It  can  reasonably  be  sup- 
posed by  the  end  of  the  year  that  the 
fertile  efforts  already  done  will  be 
rewarded  by  achievement  and  success. 
Baptisms  thus  far  have  not  been  as  great 
as  last  year,  and  members  are  urged  to 
make  diligent  efforts  in  this  regard. 
Children  who  have  reached  the  age  of 
eight  years  should  be  taught  the  principal 
of  baptism  and  its  importance  by  parents, 
and  they  should  be  baptised. 

"  Let  him  know,  that  he  which  con- 
verteth  the  sinner  from  the  error  of  his 
way  shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  and 
shall  hide  a  multitude  of  sins "  ( Jas. 
5:20). 
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That  scripture  might  mean  that  your 
own  sins  shall  be  hid;  if  so,  the  effort 
will  pay.  God  will  bless  any  man  who  has 
the  courage  to  warn  his  neighbour  in  this 
time  of  deception. — D. 


Height — Habit — Honour. 

The  Mormon  pioneers,  together  with 
those  who  have  subsequently  lived  accord- 
ing to  the  Mormon  rules  of  action  and 
religious  tenets,  have  practised  and 
learned  the  lessons  of  self-denial  of  many 
pleasures  which  men  ofttimes  attribute  to 
the  use  of  alcohol,  tobacco,  tea  and  coffee 
and  to  loose  moral  living. 

Since  1833  they  have  been  taught 
through  a  revelation  from  the  Lord  to 
abstain  from  these  things  and  to  shun 
immoral  living  as  if  a  viper. 

The  use  of  some  and  abstainance  from 
the  use  of  other  foods  produce  certain 
favourable  results.  For  instance,  in  recent 
years  the  Japanese  have  been  carrying  on 
experiments  in  their  schools  with  different 
kinds  of  food.  They  have  added  to  the 
normal  Japanese  diet  articles  of  food 
common  among  taller  races.  The  inter- 
esting result  has  been  that  the  children 
so  fed  have  grown  several  inches  more 
than  those  fed  on  the  normal  Japanese 
ration. 

A  similar  result  followed  the  practice 
of  abstainance  from  the  things  mentioned, 
whereby  the  Mormons  have  created  some 
enviable  vital  statistics.  In  the  first  draft 
of  men  from  the  homes  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  the  men  of  Utah  were 
found  to  have  the  least  per  cent,  venereal 
disease  among  them  of  any  state  in  the 
Union.  Also,  during  the  war  nearly  2,000 
students  of  the  University  of  Utah  were 
examined  physically  for  army  service. 
Only  two  were  afflicted  with  venereal 
disease,  and  one  of  the  two  had  only 
recently  come  into  the  state. 

Like  begets  like.  Progeny  partakes  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  parent  if 
acquired  through  natural  living.  There- 
fore, it  can  be  fairly  concluded  that  the 
present  generation  of  Mormons  have  had 
cast    into    them   from   their    parents   the 


ability  to  resist  the  very  common  practices 
of  the  day  which  medical  men,  teachers, 
clergy,  and  those  who  practice  the  same 
condemn  as  detrimental  to  mankind. 

The  Mormons  believe  that  the  use  of  tea, 
coffee,  alcohol  and  tobacco  tends  to  make 
the  users  of  the  same  nervous  and  weak. 
Habits  are  formed  which  takes  from  them 
their  power  of  resistance,  which  eventually 
results  in  greater  tendencies  to  immor- 
ality and  sin,  and  casts  into  offspring: 
weaknesses  instead  of  strength  to  resist 
temptation. — D.  :
